More mush from the wimps 


Shame Democrats who fail support Feingold’s call censure Bush 


censure President Bush for violating nation- 
al law by conducting warrantless domestic 
surveillance clearly demonstrates two 

: that the Washington-establishment 
Democrats are a bunch of wimps, and 

that many of the most visible (read tele- 
vised) members of the national press corps 
are — despite the mounds of scorn heaped 
on them by the Bush White House, or 
perhaps because of it — little more than 
Bush toadies 

Censure is a little-used and only sym- 
bolic action. The Senate has invoked it on- 
ly once, in 1834, against Andrew Jackson. 
Jackson shrugged off the censure and saw 
it revoked three years later. Those who see 
Feingold’s move as a transparent substi- 
tute for a more legally rigorous and mean- 
| call for impeachment are, of course, 
correct. But at the moment, censure will 
have to suffice. 

Even if the Democrats are able to win a 
majority in the House of Representatives 
in the midterm elections six months 

rom now, it is still unlikely that an im- 
peachment vote, which would trigger 
subsequent trial by the Senate, could 
be managed while we’re still at war in 
Iraq. And by Bush’s own admission, we'll 
have troops the ground well after 
leaves office. 

That Iraq should provide Bush with 
political prophylactic is ironic in the ex- 
treme. The evidence that he committed 
the high crimes required removed 
from office by grossly and continually mis- 
leading the nation (not a literal crime) and 
Congress (certainly impeachable of- 
fense) is considerable. 

Another example Bush’s mendacity 
surfaced this week the front page the 
New York Times — almost a month after the 
news broke in Creat Britain. This latest 
evidence deceit came memo dated 
January 31, 2003, summarizing for Prime 
Minister Tony Blair’s closest official 
confidantes the result of Blair’s two-hour, 
closed-door meeting with Bush. The con- 
clusion: wiggle words aside, Bush was go- 
ing war, even meant goading Sad- 
dam Hussein into firing the first shot. 

Bush's predetermination to invade Iraq 
should come surprise anyone fa- 
miliar with the so-called Downing Street 
memo of July 2002. That memo, also 
British, showed that Bush was committed 
to war months before Bush and Blair re- 
quested that the resume its search for 
nonexistent weapons of mass destruction. 

The world well knows that those 
much-feared weapons have never been

Years principled 
opposition reproductive choice led 
the confirmation of Justices Roberts and 
Alito, and before them, Justices Scalia 
and Thomas.

Politics may the art the practical. 
But one can achieve practical aim 
without engaging the daunting task

The image hypocrisy

The 8”-by-10” photograph was hard to miss. 
Appearing on page A-3 of the Sunday New York 


Times on March 19, the black-and-white image of Erno 


Nussenzweig — a retired New Jersey diamond mer- 
chant and a member of the orthodox-Jewish Hasidic 
sect — stared out at readers just cracking open the 
morning paper. Taken in Times Square in 1999 by 
artist Philip-Lorca diCorcia, the picture hung ina 
well-received 2002 exhibition of diCorcia’s work at 
Chelsea's Pace/MacGill Gallery, and it appears in the 
show’s exhibition catalogue. Nussenzweig, however, 
was not pleased with this notoriety: like virtually all 
ultra-orthodox Jews, he embraces the biblical injunc- 
tion against “graven images.” And so Nussenzweig 
brought to the New York courts a legal challenge 
against such types of “street photography,” alleging 
that his privacy was violated when diCorcia snapped 
his picture and the gallery and catalogue displayed it. 
The Times chose to run the picture yet again — in- 
deed, millions of times — to accompany its March 19 
story on the lawsuit. This, from the same paper that 


elected — allegedly out of respect for Muslim sensitiv- 


ities — not to republish any of the satirical Danish 
cartoons of Mohammed that caused an international 
uproar just last month. As Dorothy Parker might 
have said, “What fresh hell is this?” 

On February 7, Times editor Bill Keller told USA 
Today that publishing the Mohammed cartoons would 
be “perceived as a particularly deliberate insult” by 


Muslims, and that, moreover, not publishing them 
“feels like the right thing to do.” A Times staff editorial 
published the same day similarly intoned that the 
Times’ refusal to publish the Mohammed cartoons 
seems a reasonable choice for news organizations 
that usually refrain from gratuitous assaults on reli- 
gious symbols, especially since the cartoons are so 
easy to describe in words.” 

So why publish something offensive to Jews — 
and, especially, to the orthodox Jew who was the un- 
witting and unwilling subject of the photograph — 
while refusing to publish something offensive to 
Muslims? It can’t be that the publication of Nussen- 
zweig’s image isn’t sacrilegious. The same injunc- 
tion against graven images causes observant Jeho- 
vah’'s Witnesses to refuse to pledge allegiance to the 
flag. For that matter, it also caused Muslims around 
the world to protest the depiction of their prophet 
in the now-famous cartoons. It’s true that the great- 
est offense was given by the several that depicted 
Mohammed as a terrorist, yet the underlying 
prohibition against any depiction remains the same 
across the board. 

The insult is all the greater, in this instance, be- 
cause the harm was so easily avoided. Last Sunday’s 
Times article covered two other examples of “street 
photography” by famed portraitists, and the exhibi- 
tion catalogue contained many other diCorcia street 
portraits, so diCorcia’s Nussenzweig picture was 
hardly needed to illustrate the genre. 

Nor is it that the Mohammed cartoons are any less 
newsworthy than the image of Nussenzweig. Com- 
pared with any number of ways the Times’ editors 
could have illustrated its story on Nussenzweig’s law- 
suit, the newsworthiness of those particular Mohammed 
cartoons is without question. As Greg Lukianoff, pres- 
ident of the Foundation for Individual Rights in Edu- 
cation (disclosure: on whose board I serve), has noted, 
these “cartoons are almost certainly the most relevant 
and newsworthy cartoons in history. One would be 
hard-pressed to come up with other cartoons or even 
images that have resulted in so much controversy, 
death, and international strife.” 

Nussenzweig’s civil suit was properly dismissed 
last month on First Amendment grounds, since a citi- 
zen in a free society must be prepared to give up some 
privacy while walking on a public street. But the fact 
that the Times had the constitutional right to publish 
did not require the newspaper to deviate from what 
its editorial referred to as its policy of avoiding “gratu- 
itous assaults on religious symbols.” 

When the Boston Phoenix decided not to republish 
the cartoons, it admitted candidly that it was taking 
that highly unusual (for this paper) step out of fear of 
provoking violence against its staff (see Editorial, 
News and Features, February 10). Either the Times en- 
gages in a double standard as to whom it will or will 
not insult gratuitously, or it has been less than can- 
did about the real reason it refrained from publishing 
the cartoons.

But as surprising 
as it may be for a mainstream Protes- 
tant denomination to evangelize 
with edgy humor, the fact that the 
major networks have refused the 
paid advertisement — UCC raised

The problem here isn’t that the 
advertisement is controversial but 
that in the present culture wars the 
cowardly networks have skewed 
rightward their own standards of 
free speech to such a degree that a 
faith-based message of tolerance 
becomes unsuitable for public con- 
sumption.

Bayh travels around the country, mak- 
ing his case the aforementioned Democ- 
ratic stalwarts, he hits the same points in 
stump speech after stump speech. First, 
there’s a dramatic overview of the “great 
and powerful forces” shaping America’s 
future: globalization, the aging the 
citizenry, dependence on foreign oil, the 
rise China and India.

Washington crip- 
pled “brain-dead gridlock” here Bayh 
bangs his fists together softly “stri- 
dent ideology,” “extreme partisanship 
that accomplishes nothing.” 

Once the picture sufficiently gloomy, 
Bayh offers glimmer hope. admits 
having sunny disposition (“I’m na- 
ture optimist. That’s just the way I’m 
wired”). And then explains what this 
optimism did for Indiana. During his two 
terms governor, Bayh brags, the state 
added more jobs than any other eight- 
year period on record — and during his 
tenure, the Hoosier State had the largest 
budget surplus state history. But Bayh 
didn’t just balance the books. Under his 
watch, Indiana also launched the 
Century Scholars program, which guaran- 
tees low-income children full college 
scholarships if, eighth grade, they sign 
and then keep pledge promising grad- 
uate from high school and not use drugs. 
Since the program started, Bayh says 
proudly, Indiana’s college-matriculation 
rate has risen from ninth 
the US. 

On to national security, where Democ- 
rats have an obligation, as Bayh puts it, to 
show voters that they can be both “tough 
and smart.” “Too many Democrats, when 
the issue of national security comes up, 
it’s, ‘Oh boy, change the subject,’” Bayh 
told brunch meeting the New Hamp- 
shire Young Democrats last weekend. “We 
can’t change the subject, even want- 
Events won’t allow it; the Republi- 
cans allow it. need take this 
issue on, and win issue that’s part 
their core strategy.” Here’s Bayh’s mon- 
line: The truth the matter is, the Republicans 
have been one heck lot better about national- 
politics than they have been about national- 
security policy. They may have won some elections. 
But the American people have lost ground. 

Then it’s back bipartisanship. Bush 
may have sold voters bill goods when 
promised uniter rather than di- 
vider, Bayh says but the fact is, that’s 
what the American people wanted then 
and still want today. And once Democrats 
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understand that, they’ll start winning 
elections. “For those of you who think 
that the country just irretrievably divid- 
ed into Red and Blue, into Republicans and 
Democrats, into far left and far right, it 
doesn’t have to be that way,” Bayh said in 
Portsmouth. “We can be Americans to- 
gether again, working to move this country 
forward again.” 

Now for the Big Finish, which com- 
mences when Bayh asks an aide for some 
maps of Indiana, each broken down into 92 
counties. One map shows returns from the 
2004 presidential election: the darker the 
red, the stronger the tally for Bush.

HIM THAT 
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was when he was a young fighter coming 
hard from Street South Boston. But 
his gunmetal-blue eyes still burn cold. 
feels as though he could stare through 
stone. He’s not the biggest guy, but he’s 
wiry. And about ten minutes after he first 
shakes hand iron grip, decide 
he’s the most intense man I’ve ever met. 

Patrick Nee’s hair is graying. Thick 
around the middle and jowly, he speaks 
softly and moves around his small Southie 
apartment slowly and deliberately. As he 
settles into his sofa, with a tiny “attack dog” 
that looks though it’s made cotton 
and silk on his lap, he doesn’t much look 
like a man who used to rob armored cars, or 
who once tattooed an enemy’s torso with 
four bullets before kicking his teeth in. 

These are two very different men. 

from different generations. They 
come from different family backgrounds 
and have had different priorities and mo- 
tivations life. Both them knew 
Whitey Bulger well. One idolized him. 
One did business with him grudgingly, 
enacting uneasy truce after trying 
mo n once to kill him. One was a 
ne other a gun runner. But 
thie guys, drawn inexorably 
to the rough appeal of the criminal life. 
And each spent more than a decade in 
prison for his troubles. 

As the Kevin Weeks/Howie Carr publicity 
machine trundles on and starts to sputter 
out, Shea, 40, and Nee, 61, are adding 
their own stories to the Bulger cottage in- 
dustry. Shea has his reasons for writing 
Rat Bastards: The Life and Times of South Boston's 
Most Honorable Irish Mobster (William Mor- 
row). Nee has his for writing Criminal and 
an Irishman: The Inside Story of the Boston Mob- 
IRA Connection (Steerforth Press). But they 
share a few things too. They both still live 
Southie, neighborhood that has 
changed fundamentally since they went to 
jail. And as they recite their stories to 
ghostwriters, unburdening themselves 
their pasts, they’re trying, each in his own 
way, to exorcise Whitey Bulger. He’s been 
gone from South Boston for more than 
decade, but still he hovers over it, a phan- 
tom presence. 


RATS ALLOWED 

In Jurys, an Irish hotel chain housed in the 
former headquarters the Boston Police, 
John Shea sits in a bar called Cuffs and 
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NEVER BLINKED

the news of Whitey’'s 
betrayal tore his 
heart out. 
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talks about going to jail. When he was 
nabbed in 1990 — sent to the federal clink 
after years of pulling off ballsy cocaine 
scores, trafficking trunkfuls up I-95 between 
Key West and South Boston for Whitey 
Bulger, Inc. — Red took his lumps and did 
his time. 

They tried talk him into giving his 
boss. They offered a reduced sentence. They 
offered the witness-relocation program. 
Then they threatened: help 
he’d be going upriver for go years or life. 
“Gray Shea” the time got 
out. He didn’t care. To hear the subject 
even broached was an insult. “I walked in 
aman, and I'll walk out a man. I would 
rather die than become a rat,” he writes. 
“I would show Whitey he was right. He 
could count on me.” 

A rat was the lowest form of life in South 
Boston. “It’s something that you learn from 
young age,” Shea says now. “It’s taught 
from your forefathers up. And that was 
the backbone South Boston. Having in- 
tegrity. lot that has been lost society 
today. And it’s a shame.” 

For Shea, it’s sickening see his for- 
mer friend, Kevin Weeks, making the me- 
dia rounds, promoting his new book, talk- 
ing about his time Whitey’s henchman. 
“Five years,” snorts the reduced sen- 
tence offered the man now branded Two 
Weeks, for the length time took for 
him to flip on his former mentor. Just as 
abhorrent Shea the number old 
Southie friends who still hang around 
with Weeks. Shea’s mind, ac- 
tions should make him pariah his 
own neighborhood. breaking 
social contract, should 
exiled from it: “There 
are people who associate 
with Kevin still. People 
good reputation. The ques- 
tion is, why?” (Weeks, for 
his part, appears re- 
spect Shea’s integrity. Ina 
recent Boston.com chat, 
lauds him guy who 
“went away and did his 
time like a man.”) 

This is why Shea wrote 
the book. “I thought, ‘Hey, 
these stories are always 
told by an informant.’” He 
Says it quickly, as if he’s so 
disgusted by the word that 
spits out. “Sammy 
the Bull. Henry Hill. 
thought was about time 
that stand-up guy got 
recognition. Instead 
informant, a rat, it should 
be a guy who walked the 
walk. And not only some- 
one who stood up, but 
someone who doesn’t as- 
sociate, even today, with 
any informant. I’m not 
saying what did, moral- 
ly, was right. cannot 
walk the same footsteps 
guy who doesn’t have 
integrity.”

But after taking the sport 
age seven, finding early success with it, 
and even flirting with going pro, Shea 
drifted away. Mentors like Red Corcoran 
and Tommy Connors, with “their sporty 
brimmed hats, their 
smokers’ coughs, their 
worn sweaters, and the 
smell booze coming off 
them mixed with little 
Old Spice Aqua Velva,” 
enough keep 
him the and up. 

It wasn’t long before 
Shea answered the siren 
call the streets. And 
wasn’t much longer before 
Whitey Bulger caught 
wind this kid fear- 
less brawler with brass 
balls who was nonetheless 
stand-up guy. After few 
tests of loyalty, Bulger 
figured he’d found new 
soldier. entrusted the 
kid with running his lu- 
crative drug trade. 

“It was an honor,” says 
Shea. “It was privilege. 
was awe. was the 
legend. was the king. 
Who wouldn’t want 
like Whitey? kid grow- 
ing that environ- 
ment, seeing the respect 
that got, seeing the 
power that had. No- 
body fucked with 
Whitey.” 

The common folktale 
South Boston was, 
course, that Bulger was 
keeping drugs out the 
neighborhood. In fact, the 
opposite was true. those 
days, the cocaine 
was huge Southie (as 
was seemingly every- 
where). And Whitey Bulger 
was getting his cut. “It really was run like 
corporation,” says “But one thing 
never let was heroin and angel dust. 
kept those two out. Strongly.” 

Whitey Bulger was drug kingpin. Ex- 
tortionist. Racketeer. Murderer. And, to 
Red Shea, was father. instilled 


important life lessons. drink too 
much, Watch how you drive. Don’t drive 
fancy cars. Keep yourself clean-cut. Don’t 
lose your temper like that.’ appreciated all 
that,” says Shea. “He was always saying, 
book, John. Read book. Make 
sure you read book, John. Reading’s really 
good for ya.’ Those things stay with guy 
who’s never had father.” 

Even was living the high life 
pulling down $15,000 to $20,000 a week, 
taking trips Miami and Montreal, 
wearing Armani suits, uncorking $300 
bottles wine Red Shea was still 21- 
year-old kid. He looked up to Whitey and 
Steven Flemmi and Kevin Weeks. “Every 
one them guys learned something 
from,” he says. 

That's what hurts him the most. He 
gave his life these people. Gave the 
woman he loved and, under other circum 
stances, would have married. (“I loved be 
ing a gangster more than anything, and 
that’s the reason I never got married. Be- 
ing that life, you should never bring 
family into that life.”) spent dozen 
years in prison rather than break the code 
he lived by. But Whitey, Steve Flemmi, 
Kevin Weeks, all the Southie guys who 
preached the Irish mob’s omerta few 
them followed their own example. “When 
came time,” Shea says with rueful 
smirk, “the majority them were the 
great pretenders.” 

was prison when learned the 
truth. The rumors had been circulating 
for years, but he’d have none it. 
allow himself believe them. 
Then one day, a friend called from home 
and played him the news over the 
phone. Whitey Bulger was top-echelon 
FBI informant and had been for years. He 
was King Rat. felt like someone had 
reached down the wire, right through me, 
grabbed heart, and tore out,” 
writes. Shea says now, “It was one the 
hardest pills I’ve ever taken in my life. I 
could have given him heartbeat and 
done time. could have. didn’t. 
defended him. To the very end.” 

Shea has been out jail since 2002. 
He’s on the straight and narrow now, liv- 
ing his old neighborhood, doing con- 
struction jobs. But admits that some- 
times gets tempted. have urges,” 
says. have urges walk the streets 
again. back and say, ‘I’m control 


now.’ And believe me: if I was, there 
snitc hing. None. 
you that right now.” 

In the meantime, he stil 
trying to wrap his head around W 
Bulger’s betrayal. “I have this recurring 
dream all the time,” he says.

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When | interviewed Pat. Nee at his apart 
ment, he had told the Herald just days 
lier that “I wo aldr r't P ut it past Whit 
come back and decide to go out witha 
bang... . After all, we’ve certainly done 


our share to embarrass the bad-breath 
fag.” And I have to admit, as irrational as it 
was, I entertained disquieting premoni 
tions of a knock at the door, a still-spry 76- 
year-old Bulger bursting in, guns blazing. 

“That’s no joke,” Nee says. “I know his 
mind-set on things like that. He’s capable 
of it. If he’s on his last legs, has an illness, 
or just feels like it’s time for him to die, 
yeah, I could see him coming back and go- 
ing out like that.” But, he says, it’s“nota 
fear. Just a fact of life I live with. I think 
my reflexes would be faster than his. I'd do 
what I have to do.” 

Nee knows treachery well. 
Years before was sent jail for helping 
organize shipment seven tons 
weaponry, purchased with $1.2 million 
stolen money, to the Irish Republican 
Army aboard the Gloucester fishing 
trawler the Valhalla, he was Whitey Bul- 
ger’s acquaintance, his enemy, his hunter, 
and then his grudging partner crime. 
But to hear Nee tell it, never once did he 
trust Bulger. 

“My relationship with him was differ- 
ent than lot other people’s,” Nee says, 
sitting in the spare living room of his 
Southie apartment.

hen the curtain went up at 
Boston's Back Bay Theatre for the 
American premiere of Arnold 
Schoenberg's Moses und Aron, in 
November 1966, two figures were 
ig back to back in a spotlight on a small 
disc. This simple image was a profound emblem 
of what Schoenberg’s difficult and challenging 
pera was about, Moses and Aaron as two halves 
the same person: the tongue-tied visionary and 
the easy talker who could communicate his broth- 
er’s vision. Sarah Caldwell, the director of that 
production, was visionary who could also com- 
municate her vision. This was one countless 
memorable images that are part of her legacy. Last 
week, she died heart failure the age 82, 
a hospital in Portland, Maine, after years of 
health crises. 

Her last production for her Opera Company 
Boston was the world premiere of Robert 
DiDomenica’s The Balcony, in 1990. It was one of her 
three world premieres, along with dozen major 
Rameau and Prokofiev, Verdi and Roger Sessions, 
and Peter Maxwell Davies, plus the Ameri- 
can premieres of Mussorgsky’s original orchestra- 
tion of Boris Godunov, Verdi's original French version 
of Don Carlos, and the original versions of Gounod’s 
Faust and Puccini’s Madama Butterfly

What subscribers will ever forget Caldwell’s 
two celebrated Borises, George London and Boris 
Christoff; or young Maria Ewing's Dorabella in 
tutte; Sid Caesar and Imogene Coca, the 
guest stars Orphée aux enfers? 
Massenet’s Don Quixote battling with life-size 
windmill, or the entrance of the Trojan horse in 
Berlioz’s Jon Vickers forging 
Medusa statue in Benvenuto Cellini? Riveting Anja 
Silja embodied 300-year-old Emilia Marti in 
Janacek’s The Makropoulos Case (1986), wearing 
glamorous black and white couturier costumes 
Fiandaca, in what may have been the first profes- 
sional Boston production Janacek opera and 
last major artistic triumph. 

There were memorable missteps, too. Hannah- 
Lore Kuhse, Verdi’s Lady Macbeth, gradually 
inched her way backward into the spotlight be- 
cause she evidently forgot she was supposed 
sleepwalking upstage right, until she started 
singing her aria downstage center the dark. 
In a revival of Der fliegende Hollander, Senta — sung 
by a bulky Eastern European soprano — backed in- 
the wings, then emerged lithe Boston Bal- 
let sylph who took flying grand jeté off the jetty. 
barbiere Siviglia, the letter Beverly Sills tossed 
from her balcony to Donald Gramm wafted into 
the orchestra pit and they both cracked up, along 
with the rest us. 

Caldwell was notoriously disorganized. Louise 
was supposed soprano Benita Valente, role 
she was born sing. was doing volunteer work 
for the Opera Company and heard her rehearsal. 
But Caldwell had overlooked the need for permit 
use the Cyclorama. The production had 
postponed, and the new dates conflicted with Va- 
lente’s other commitments. Soprano Carol Neblett, 
less-effective actress, ended the part. 

Caldwell was very loyal to her stock company. 
Besides Sills, there was unforgettable baritone 
Donald Gramm (Kutuzov in Prokofiev’s War and 
Peace, Sancho Panza in Don Quichotte, Verdi's Fal- 
staff, Rossini’s Dr. Bartolo, Louise’s father), con-

tralto Eunice Alberts (Louise’s mother, Russlan in 
Glinka’s Russlan and Ludmilla, Butterfly’s maid 
Suzuki), tenor Joey Evans, mezzo-soprano Jan Cur- 
tis, baritone David Evitts, such indelible character 
performers as James Billings and Alan Crofoot, 
and Caldwell’s intrepid chorus. Stars were loyal to 
Caldwell, too: Shirley Verrett, Régine Crespin, Re- 
nata Tebaldi, Jon Vickers, Joan Sutherland. 
Sutherland sang one her greatest roles, Elvira 
Bellini’s I Puritani, for the first time with the Opera 
Company but finally broke with Caldwell when 
she discovered that opening-night tickets were be- 
ing sold what the diva had understood was go- 
ing to be a dress rehearsal. 

One Caldwell’s most ambitious and chaot- 
undertakings was three-week Russian festi- 
val 1988 called “Making Music Together,” 
which she brought Boston major Soviet com- 
posers (Alfred Schnittke and Sofia Gubaidulina), 
dancers (the Bolshoi’s prima ballerina, Maya 
Plisetskaya), opera and folk singers, and even po- 
ets (Bella Akhmadulina and Andrei Voznesensky), 
all coordinated with impressive Russian-music 
programs from the BSO. Some the most moving 
events were those which Boston musicians did 
join the visitors to make music together. But there 
was a small financial shortfall (Caldwell was never 
big spender, but she often spent more than she 
had), and to avoid international embarrassment 
the State Department had force resentful 
Commonwealth to make it up. 

Caldwell never learned to delegate authority, 
which is why the Opera Company couldn’t survive 
without her. Her rehearsals were always hands- 
on. she didn’t like what she saw, change 
it. When she started to conduct (she was the first 
woman to conduct at the Met), she couldn’t con- 
centrate much staging. Details got sloppy; 
her inspiration began dwindle. 

Purchasing the Washington Street theater that 
became the Opera House seemed like the solution 
to her financial problems — but the theater had al- 
ready been too long neglected and was eventually 
shut down because she afford the exten- 
sive repairs. She finally had sell the building. 
Those who loved her best work were always 
hoping get well enough make comeback. 
The news last week has dashed those hopes.

First lesson: don’t fight it, feel it. 
Abandon yourself. “Morrissey was both 
siren and Man Friday to me — the seduc- 
tive architect of my doom and my sole, 
loyal companion. . . . | lay on my mattress 
gasping and panting asi listened...” As 
the disease progresses and Simpson enters 
manhood, his Moz-inspired rejection of 
necessity and aristocratic embrace of 
squalor threaten turn him into charac- 
ter from mid-2oth-century Irish literature, 
something out Beckett’s Murphy Flann 
O'Brien. “Essentially,” he writes, “the trick 
saving money the dole was mini- 
mize your life functions until they could 
barely measured. This meant staying 
bed most the day while wearing two 
layers clothes, with your overcoat over 
the bed, to save fuel. In other words, you 
actually had die economical, 
not a clinical, sense.” Second lesson: never 
lose your sense of humor.

Like many such victims at the time, | was 

in deep denial about what had happened. | 
pretended was just bit fun, laugh. That 
is was just “pop music.” | tried to forget about it. 
Put it down to experience. After all, | didn’t have 
time for such foolishness. | was Going to University, 
| was Going to Experience Life — or at least leave 
home, make some new friends, get drunk, and 
maybe even get laid. | certainly wasn’t going to 
let this blousy madman spoil all. 

The reality is that I'd taken a lift to a place 
from which I'd never quite be able to come back; 
I'd just met someone | would never quite man- 
age get rid of. 

Within just a few months, | was to give up 
higher education bad mistake and find 
myself, in january 1984, on the dole and shiver- 
ing in a rented room in Levenshulme, a 
depressed and dilapidated district of South 
Manchester without the romance of Whalley 
Range. | kidded myself that | was still in control, 
that was hot the trail Real Life now 
and somehow managed overlook the fact 
that I'd ended up in Morrissey'’s hometown. 

And then the Smiths’ eponymous debut 
album was released. 


| can't remember how | came to buy it. | 
didn’t plan to; it just happened. In a haze. But 
listening to/mainlining that album, as | did 
constantly for weeks, was happy ship- 
wrecked in Manchester, and Morrissey was both 
siren and man Friday to me — the seductive 
architect of my doom and my sole, loyal com- 
panion in the wilderness. | lay on my mattress 
gasping and panting listened (above the 
sound teeth chattering): “Under the iron 
bridge we kissed.” 

Who needs heroin or analysis when you have 
lines like these? With their curiously hypnotic, 
self-sufficient, self-mocking nostalgia, they 
speak longing for something lost that was 
almost certainly never possessed in the first 
place and that could never be recaptured anyway, 
even if it had been. The mixture, the intimacy of 
longing and lack, is so acute, so intense, that it 
even produces “sore lips.” It's a song of inno- 
cence and experience that entirely adolescent 
but at the same time seems to do away with 
adolescence altogether. 

The pathology the root “Still and 
The Smiths and art the familiar 
modern malaise of self-reflexivity — an illness 


that the singer makes entirely his own but 
somehow universal at the same time. it's 
melancholia mixed with nostalgia and incubated 
in Morrissey’s heart, head, and mouth to pro- 
duce... melanalgia. “Does the body rule the 
mind/Or does the mind rule the body?/I dunno.” 

Sickness had never sounded felt good. 
For my part, sharing that box room and mat- 
tress with him, | was like thousands of others at 
that time, rapidly developing a full-blown case 
of melanalgia myself. | may have felt unloved 
and unlovable, but | also derived an exquisite, 
narcotic satisfaction from the knowledge 
these things and the ability to laugh under my 
breath at the perversity of that knowledge. 
feeling eighteen and inept, felt 
thousand years old and wiser than the hills, and 
somehow, this allowed me to float above the 
pathetic reality of my life. To this day, Smiths 
songs reek of cheap hair gel, unwashed sheets, 
damp walls, badly ventilated gas fires, and 
impossible, intoxicating expectations. That's to 
say, a time when | had everything.

Richard Thompson’s fans can bit 
smug about the singer/guitarist’s 

ongoing failure achieve commercial 
breakthrough. The thinking is that the very 
elements that make him special his roots 
in English folk, his conversion to Sufi Islam 
in the early '7os, his literate songwriting, 
and, above all, his famously dark world 
view — would scare away a mass audience. 

the picture Thompson offered 
on the new RT: The Life @ Music of Richard 
Thompson (Free Reed) five-CD set 
nearly all unreleased material. Unlike 
Watching the Dark, Rykodisc’s three-disc col- 
lection from 1993, RT is more a massive 
odds-and-sods than a career wrap-up. It 
assumes you're fan enough to excuse the 
varying sound quality and to tolerate al- 
most an entire disc of live covers (from 
“Danny Boy” to “Oops! I Did Again”). And 
“Read About Love” and “When the Spell Is 
Broken,” two the few Thompson songs 
ever to get commercial airplay, are MIA. 

What's here still makes a case for him 
as the classic rocker time forgot. If he nev- 
got the punters his side, that’s partly 
because he released his heaviest albums — 
1975'S post-conversion Pour Down like Silver 
and 1982's pre-divorce Shoot Out the Lights, 
both with then-wife Linda — just when 
people were starting pay attention.

The set also debunks his image as a 
doom monger. That image stems largely 
from 1971's “End of the Rainbow,” whose 
litany complaints, though hardly uplift- 
ing, is actually so overstated it becomes 
humorous. Far more chilling is his early 
Fairport Convention tune “Crazy Man 

Aichael,” a bleak take on trad English folk 
themes wherein a hero is tricked by a 
raven into murdering his lover. Thompson 
has always been front about what 
prompted the song: it’s pure guilt therapy, 
written after most of Fairport survived a 
car accident that killed their drummer 
and his girlfriend. 

But for every “Rainbow” or “Michael” 
(both here in recent live versions), there’s 
a “Crash the Party,” a raucous, hilarious 
Jerry Lee Lewis homage. The set reveals 
Thompson’s sense humor more fully 
than any one album; it even opens with 
“Now That Dead,” which imagines 
the deceased Thompson finally hitting 
MTV. Unfortunately missing is “I Agree 
with Pat Metheny,” the song he wrote after 
Metheny savaged Kenny G for overdubbing 
himself onto a Louis Armstrong recording.

Dropped from 
Virgin after the release of his 2000 debut, 
the family business, and Separate Ways does 
confirm him intrepid old-school 
folk-rock composer of substantial gifts.

There way 
around it. That’s not to say that you can’t 
allegorize and obfuscate and around 
the obvious, but it has to come from an 
honest place.”

Embrace the wind with both arms! The Cult kicked ass at 
Avalon a week ago Wednesday — beery, white, early-qos, 
predominantly male, and somewhat non-reactive ass. 
They kicked repeatedly, with high professional zest, 
looking for signs life. “Boston what the fuck?” 
grumbled Ian Astbury from beneath his headband. “I'm 
just not used these chilled-out audiences.” diag- 
nosed the problem: “Too much Starbucks and TV.” Astbury 
still does his stamping-in-the-ceremonial-ashes dance, 
and he still shivers a wicked tambourine. After all these 
years, the affectations of the shaman are intact. “This is a 
living, breathing band,” he assured us. “You can move to 
the music. 1 won’ t judge you.” Guitarist Billy Duffy, his 
great golden head inclined in disapproval, was sterner: 
“Are you just gonna stand there? Trust me, this 
living.

THE ENGLISH BEAT 
CLASSIC AND TIMELESS 


full house came out see the English Beat play the 
Middle East downstairs week ago Tuesday, many fond- 
ly recalling the 2-Tone, ska-rock heyday of the early 
1980s, no doubt. And many probably unaware that 
frontman Dave ex-partner, singer-song- 
writer Ranking Roger, is playing England with a band 
under the name the Beat (the band’s original UK name). 
Meanwhile, Wakeling, lived California for 
years, has stuck with the English Beat, the name the 
group always used this country avoid confusion 
with power-pop band called the Beat. Got all that? 

Joining Wakeling’s Beat are drummer Rhythmm Ep- 
kins, guitarist, bassist Rick Torres, keyboardist Michael 
Ambrose, and saxophonist Dominic Dean Breaux. Yes, 
there’s still multi-racial mix, integral component 
of the old Beat. 

From the opening strains of “I Confess,” with Wakel- 
ing’s crooning admission “I admit I’ve ruined two lives,” 
the closing Get Used Losing You,” this 
Beat were as sharp as the original. They did three songs 
from the Wakeling/Ranking Roger post-Beat band, Gen- 
eral Public, and three new, unrecorded tunes. There was 
a deep bass thrust plus sizzling rhythmic jabs and, at 
times, coolness that suggested Morcheeba. Wakeling 
hit all the high points — “Mirror in the Bathroom,” 
“Twist & Crawl,” “Tears of a Clown,” “Hands Off, She’s 
Mine,” and “Save It for Later” — without sounding like a 
B-level cover band what the Beat once were. The poli- 
tics implicit the music were still pertinent you can 
sing along to “Stand Down Margaret” and think “Tony 
Blair.”

Enrico Rava has been a mainstay of 
the Italian avant-garde for almost 40 
years. A lyrical trumpeter in the 
Miles Davis mode, he combines a 
spare, vibratoless attack with a full 
tone that's especially effective on a 
mostly ballads album like Tati. But 
the revelation here is Rava's frequent 
younger collaborator of the past 
decade, pianist Stefano Bollani. The 
first tune is almost too Miles-like — 
both in its associations and in the 
way Rava plays it, but when Bollani 
solos, he quickly goes “outside” the 
changes. He can set a song up with a 
spacy, tempo-less intro, as on Rava's 
“Fantasm” or lay the groundwork for 
the Satie-like “Birdsong,” and his 
boppish runs on a more sprightly 
piece like Rava’s Ornette tribute 
“Cornettology” are a tonic. That agi 
tated bebop in the album's second 
half also saves Tati from torpor. And 
it doesn't hurt that the great drum 
mer Paul Motian is the third mem 
ber of this chamber trio, highlight- 
ing the shifts from free time to loose 
waltz, as propulsive with his soft 
brush work as in short full-on solos.

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So how good will the 2006 Red Sox be? And how 
will they stack up against the always-entertaining 
New York Yankees? 

As always, there is a simple answer. 

It depends. 

On paper, the Red Sox would seems to have the 
bigger edge over the New Yorkers in the pitching 
department, at ieast in terms of starting pitching 
On the offensive side, there are certainly questions 
about some of Boston's acquisitions, even as the 
Pinstripers send out on a nightly basis a very high- 
priced, potent, and yet increasingly predictable and 
older lineup. 

For a closer look at the Yankees, and all of 
the other projected contenders in the American 
League, take a look at page 6. But on this page, we'll 
analyze the roster of the Olde Towne Team. 

Like last season, there are certainly a lot of new 
faces in the Sox’ clubhouse (see “Where Have All 
the Idiots Gone?,” page 7); indeed, only a handful 
of players remain that were part of the 2004 
championship team. But whether change will indeed 
translate to subtle improvement for a team that 
won 95 games last year — and finished tied atop the 
AL East with the Yankees — remains to be seen. 

Let's break down the Sox’ potential roster by 
position and see where the good, the bad, and the 
ugly lie. Bear in mind that this analysis was compiled 
based on the spring-training roster as it stood on 
March 23. 


STARTING PITCHING: The Sox’ 
well-documented surplus of starting pitching was 
alleviated somewhat on March 20 with the trading 
of 29-year-old righty Bronson Arroyo to Cincinnati. 
Now the starting rotation shapes up as follows: 
Curt Schilling (8-8, 5.69 ERA last year), flutterballer 
Tim Wakefield (16-12, 4.15 ERA), newcomer josh 
Beckett (15-8, 4.02 for the Marlins), Matt Clement 
(13-6, 4.57), and David Wells (15-7, 4.45). All 
of these starters have inherent question marks 
associated with them: Schilling will deal with his age 
(39) and his comeback from the ankle problems 
that plagued him last year; Wakefield is also up 
there in years (he'll turn 40 in August); Beckett 
has annually been victimized by blister problems, 
which cut short a lot of his starts last season and 
landed him on the DL a handful of times; Clement's 
second-half performance (he went 4-5 from july 


| on) made him the subject of numerous trade 
rumors this past off-season; and Wells, well, where 
do you start? The 42-year-old grump will turn 43 

in May, and made it clear over the winter that he'd 
prefer to end his career in another locale. His 
recuperation from off-season knee surgery has 
slowed his progress in Fort Myers this spring, but 
he apparently has come to terms with staying in 
Boston to fulfill his contract, and his |5-win total 
last year was second on the team. Should any of the 
aforementioned starters falter or hit the DL, then 
25-year-old Jonathan Papelbon (3-1!, 2.65 last year), 
the veteran of all of 17 major-league games, will 
likely move from a set-up role into the rotation. 


BULLPEN: Of course, Papelbon’s versatility 
also makes him a prime candidate to step into 
the closer’s role as well, should Keith Foulke’s 
return from knee surgery be delayed (or hamper 
his effectiveness). Craig Hansen, the Sox’ 2005 
first-round pick out of St. John’s, is slated as a 
future closer for the team, but he will likely start 
the season in Pawtucket (AAA), with his chances 
of elevation depending on the needs of the team 
and the progress he makes with the PawSox. 
Meanwhile, the rest of the bullpen has been 
significantly overhauled: gone are submariners Mike 
Myers and Chad Bradford, and in their places are 
a couple of newcomers. Rudy Seanez, the former 
Soxer, comes back to town after a stint in San 
Diego, where he went 7-! with a sparkling 2.69 
ERA out of the Padres’ pen last year. The 37-year- 
old righty was signed as a free agent this winter, as 
was 32-year-old Julian Tavarez (2-3, 3.43) from the 
Cardinals. Also on hand is David Riske, who arrived 
with outfielder Coco Crisp in the Andy Marte 
deal with the Injuns; last season the 29-year-old 
righthander posted a 3-4 record with a 3.10 ERA. 
Old warhorse Mike Timlin (7-3, 2.24 ERA along 
with 13 saves), who turned 40 in early March, will 
along with Foulke pull up the rear of the reliever 
staff, and will serve as another option for the closer 
role should Foulke falter. DiNardo apparently is the 
only lefty available out of the bullpen, and he will 
also serve as the primary long man should any of 
the starters be forced out of games early.

Bard, 
who just celebrated his 28" birthday, is, like Varitek, 
a switch-hitter, and has batted .289 over his brief 
major-league career in Cleveland (156 games). 
Veteran Ken Huckaby will also get a look, but his 
career .223 average makes him less likely to make 
the Sox’ 25-man roster. 


4B: Kevin Youkilis (.278, | HR in 79 big-league 
games jast year) will make the full-time transition 
to first base this year, and consequently, his days 
on the Pawtucket shuttle should mercifully be 
over. Ready to spell the 27-year-old former third 
baseman is former Gold Glover J.T. Snow, who was 
signed as a free agent in the off-season after nine 
injury-plagued seasons with the Giants (including 
last year’s campaign, where he hit .275 in 117 
games). In a pinch, the Sox could also pry David 
Ortiz off the bench to play first, but Snow provides 
a much better glove, a la Doug Mientkiewicz circa 
2004. Projected third baseman Mike Lowell could 
also conceivably play the position. 


The Sox are well-positioned second base 
as well, with former Padre second-bagger Mark 
Loretta coming over in the Mirabelli deal. Loretta 
spent his first seven seasons with the Brewers, but 
it’s been in San Diego the last three seasons where 
he’s blossomed. He's hit .314, .335, and .280 over 
the last three years, though he lost some offensive 
punch last year aftef a thumb injury limited him to 
just 105 games. Reafly to step in if anything goes 
awry is holdover Tony Graffanino (.319, 60 hits in 
51 games after coming over in July from KC), who 
may yet be moved before the season opener, or the 
versatile Alex Cora (.269 in 47 games with Boston). 
Potentially representing the future at the position is 
up-and-comer Dustin Pedroia, who will likely start 
the season down in Pawtucket. 


Lowell, Gold-Glove winner last season, 


will get the bulk of the action over at the hot corner, 


although his spring-training numbers (.257, 0 HRs 
through 13 games when we went to press) are 


eerily reminiscent of his disappointing statistics 
from last year (.236, eight HRs in 150 games for 
the Marlins). Youkilis is the only logical back-up for 
Lowell should the 32-year-old’s struggles continue, 
but that would create some real problems for 
skipper Terry Francona because of Lowell's big 
salary (he’s due $18 over this season and next) and 
the assumption that Snow is merely a part-timer 
over at first base. 


$$ Alex Gonzalez will serve as the Red Sox’ 
sixth shortstop over the last two-plus seasons, 
following in the footsteps of Nomar Gariaparra, 
Pokey Reese, Orlando Cabrera, Edgar Renteria, 
and Cora (on a fill-in basis). He's never won 
a Gold Glove, but his defensive credentials 
are impeccable. (a career .968 fielding pct.); 
unfortunately, his offensive numbers won'tlikely - 
approach those of Nomah, Orlando, or even 
Edgar if past performance is any indication (he's a 
career .245 hitter in seven seasons in Florida, with 
just 81 homers in 896 career games). Still, paired 
with Loretta up the middle, he gives the Sox a 
strong double-play tandem, and he could benefit 
from Fenway Park's idiosyncrasies. He's signed for 
only one year (and Cora will also see some action 
at the position), an indication that the Sox may 
be grooming Pedroia to ultimately take over the 
shortstop slot if Gonzalez’s tenure here is brief. 


OUTFIELD: For a while there, it seemed 
that Boston would be hard-pressed to find an 
adequate replacement for Johnny Damon after 
his defection to New York, but the Coco Crisp 
deal solved a host of its problems. Crisp's upside 
is his youth (he’s just 26), his salary (totaling nearly 
$10 million per annum less than what the former 
Caveman's earning in the Bronx), and his potential 
(he’s hit .297 and .300 over the past two seasons, 
and his career numbers have improved each of 
his four big-league seasons). Flanking the former 
Indian are mainstays Manny Ramirez (a ho-hum 
.292, 45 HRs, and 144 RBs last season) and original 
Dirt Dog Trot Nixon (.275, 13 home runs in 124 
games). What will be interesting to see play out 
this season is how newly-acquired Wily Mo Pena 
is incorporated into the daily fun-and-games at 
Fenway, since Nixon's numbers have certainly 
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lifetime. Don't expect to see Juan Gonzalez make 
an actual appearance for the Red Sox this season, 
either, despite the club's signing of the oft-injured 


slugger to a minor-league deal

They didn’t just sit on their hands during the hot 
stove season — au contraire, a lot of the contenders 
for American League supremacy were veritable 
movers and shakers 

Still, even with 162 games still left to play, | think 
it's safe to rule out a few teams from our impending 
discussion. Either these teams were lousy to begin 
with, or made questionable off-season moves, or 
simply are not on par payroli-wise with some of 
the other upper-echelon teams. That's the choice 
they've made, but it'll cost them. So to speak 

In the East, Baltimore's gonna be pathetic, 
because their highest-profile signings were Kevin 
Millar, jeff Conine, and Corey Patterson, and all of 
them are well beyond their prime. Tampa Bay could 
be improved, but they made next to no moves the 
entre off-season, and pitching will continue to be 
a problem (even though hiring ex-Yank catcher Joe 
Giardi as manager was a stroke of brilliance) 

In the Central, Detroit and KC are definitely 
destined to be also-rans, and even the Twins, 
despite their solid starting pitching (Carlos Silva, 
Brad Radke, and Johan Santana), don't have enough 
offensive firepower or depth to keep pace with 
either the White Sox or Indians in the division 

Over in the West, it should be another dogfight 
between the A's and Angels, and that relegates the 
Rangers (who lost Kenny Rogers — who notched 
32 games over two seasons for Texas — as well 
as second baseman Alfonso Soriano during the 
off-season) and Mariners (losers of 93 games last 
season) to the scrap heap 

That means that in our eyes, there will be seven 
teams (including the RED SOX) vying for the three 
division crowns and the lone wild-card slot. Let's 
take a team-by-team look at the contenders for AL 
honors and how they stack up against each other. 

in the AL East, all discussion begins and ends 
with the YANKEES. Of course. One of the 
Pinstripers’ Achilles heels over the past few years 
was their middle relief, and the team heartily 
upgraded in that department during the off.

season. Gone are Tom Gordon (to Philly) and Paul 
Quantrill (now a Marlin), and in their places are 
a couple of — closers? That's right, the Bombers 
went out and signed former Braves/ Tigers closer 
Kyle Farnsworth (16 saves combined last year 
for the two teams) to a three-year, $17-million 
contract, and then added former A's closer 
Octavio Dotel as well. How those gents will fare 
in unfamiliar set-up roles to the extraordinary 
(and apparently ageless) Mariano Rivera will go 
a long way toward determining the Yanks’ success 
this season 

Of course, the prolific offense will also have a 
say in those matters, because the Empire Staters 
return nearly every member of last season's lineup 

and even added you-know-who to replace aging 
centerfielder Bernie Williams. (Even Williams, a 
free agent, re-upped with the Yanks during the 
off-season, despite the implicit knowledge that he'll 
be an occasional DH or platoon player at best.) But 
when you've got the likes of A-Rod, jeter, Giambi, 
the emerging Robinson Cano, Matsui (fresh off 
a Damonesque four-year, $52-million contract 
renewal), and Gary Sheffield on board, offense is 
probably the least of the Yanks’ worries 

Of course, the starting pitching — admittedly 
patchwork last season after the early-season 
injuries to Kevin Brown, Carl Pavano, and Jaret 
Wright — will be tested again this season, because 
Wright and Pavano are again hurting, Brown would 
seem to be out of the picture after not being 
offered arbitration, and stalwarts Randy Johnson 
and Mike Mussina are getting up there in years (42 
and 37, respectively). Will the Yanks again have to 
turn to the likes of 2005 miracle workers Shawn 
Chacon (7-3 last season), Aaron Small (10-0), 
and Chien-Ming Wang (8-5)? Could happen, and 
the team better hope that the ensuing results are 
similar, otherwise the Best Team Money Can Buy 
might be hard-pressed to even capture the division. 

Meanwhile, the BLUE JAYS went on a long- 
awaited spending spree over the winter, as team 
owners opened the wallet for GM J.P. Ricciardi 
so that he could snare a couple of much-coveted 
free agents — starter A.J. Burnett (five years, $55 


million) and closer B.}. Ryan (a ridiculous five-year, 
$47-million deal) — and trade for Arizona third 
baseman Troy Glaus and Milwaukee first baseman 
Lyle Overbay. Toronto's now got some seasoned 
veterans to go with a solid rotation (that already 
included Roy Halladay Ted Lilly, Gustavo Chacin, 
and josh Towers), but other than centerfielder 
Vernon Wells, the rest of the position players are 
fairly unknown. Still, the Jays had Boston's number 
last season (winning |! of 18 head-to-heads) even 
before all of Toronto's significant additions, so the 
Red Sox will really need to pay close attention to 
the Jays this season if they hope to avoid a third 
place finish 

in the Central, the defending world champion 
WHITE SOX didn't really alter their title-winning 
roster (and why would they’), and even managed 
to retain free-agent first baseman Paul Konerko 
(five years, $60 million) while picking up veteran 
Jim Thome in trade from the Phillies for center- 
fielder Aaron Rowand. The Pale Hose also landed 
utilityman Rob Mackowiak and even another 
starter (Javier Vazquez) to a rotation that already 
was the best in the business. The White Sox will 
no doubt be tough to beat again, and only injuries 
or resting on their laurels should derail their efforts 
for a repeat. Remember, though, that there has 
yet to be a successful World Series title defense 
since the Pinstripers won three straight between 
1998 and 2000. 

Providing the toughest test for Chicago, at 
least within its division, will be the hard-charging 
INDIANS. Cleveland was in the wild-card chase 
until the bitter end last season, but lost six of its 
last seven down the stretch in handing the 
postseason berth to Boston. This year the Indians 
will enter the season without their ace (Kevin 
Millwood, now with Texas) and top-notch set-up 
man (Bobby Howry), but they did snatch former 
Angels starter Paul Byrd from free agency to 
augment one of the top rotations in all of baseball 
Add to that the emerging superstars in the Tribe's 
lineup (Grady Sizemore, Victor Martinez, Jhonny 
Peralta, and, of course, Andy Marte), and you've 
got a team that should be in the hunt all year long 


for the chance to return to the postseason for 
the first time since 2001. 

In the West, the defending division champion 
ANGELS suffered some significant losses in the off 
season while doing little to replace those departed 
souls. Gone are starters Byrd (to Cleveland) and 
Jarrod Washburn (to the Mariners), along with 
catcher Bengie Molina (to the free-spending Jays), 
while the only new additions to the Halos’ roster 
are 36-year-old starter Hector Carrasco (from 
Washington), lefty reliever ].C. Romero (from the 
Twins), and light-hitting Edgardo Alfonzo (from SF) 
The Angels for whatever reason didn't really address 
their offensive liabilities, which were exposed in the 
ALCS against the White Sox, and that’s why | think 
the Angels will need to win the division to have any 
hope whatsoever of a playoff berth. 

Meanwhile, the A’S managed to avoid capitulating 
to trade offers and held on to ace Barry Zito, and 
as a result, Oakland continues to boast one of the 
best staffs in the majors. Still, the A’s were ranked 
12" out of 14 AL teams in team average last season, 
and the team didn’t make any solid moves to shore 
up their lineup, unless you count the additions of 
oft-injured White Sox slugger Frank Thomas or 
troubled outfielder Milton Bradley. The inherent 
flaws in both the Angels and A's could conceivably 
open the door for a offense-laden juggernaut 
like the Rangers to steal the division title, but 
otherwise, it'll be a battle of attrition in the West, 
and whoever does emerge on top will probably not 
be expected to advance beyond the ALDS. In fact, 
the AL West's automatic bid to the postseason will 
likely come at the expense of a more-deserving 
team from the East or Central, and that could mean 
that a 95-win Boston, Cleveland, or Toronto team 
could be on the outside looking in while a 90-win 
A's team waltzes in to the playoffs (just as the 82- 
win 2005 Padres gained entrance to the postseason 
while the Phillies (88 wins), Mets (83), and Marlins 
(83) stayed home.

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Tracking the dearly-departed 2004 ring-bearers

When the Red Sox finally delivered to their fans 
that long-awaited championship back in 2004, one 
of the most integral factors that was in the team’s 
favor back then was its undeniable chemistry. Oh 
sure, you had a couple of guys who tended to act 
up on occasion (yes, we're talking about you, sefiors 
Ramirez and Martinez), but otherwise, it was a loose 
clubhouse, it was a jovial clubhouse, and most of all, it 
was a bonded clubhouse. 

When the championship was won, the individual 
members of the team became instant legends, 
and their places in Red Sox history were etched 
forevermore in fans’ hearts, and for posterity. 
Heck, that was only 17 months ago. So how come 
the components of the 2006 Boston Red Sox look 
so different right now? Why tinker with a team 
that made history and won a World Series title? 
Sure, the !997 Marlins did it for economic reasons, 
but why would the second-highest-payrolled team 
in baseball find itself unable to retain the guys who 
delivered the hardware? 
Hard as it may be to believe, but like the Patriots’ 
roster lately, the current lineup of Red Sox is 
markedly different from the one that not so 
long ago brought such unbridled joy to its nation 
of diehard followers. Of the 27 members of 
the various playoff Red Sox rosters that saw 
action in the 2004 post-season, how many do 
you think remain? 
Take a second... 
What would you guess? Would you believe 
only nine remain? Yep, the only Red Sox players 
who are still on the team who remember the 
Champagne histrionics back in October 2004 
are Keith Foulke, Curt Schilling, Mike Timlin, Tim 
Wakefield, Jason Varitek, Kevin Youkilis, Trot 
Nixon, Manny Ramirez, and David Ortiz. 
What happened? Where did the other 18 go? 
Here's a look. 


BRONSON Traded March 
to the Cincinnati Reds for Wily Mo Pena just a 
few months after signing a three-year, $1 1.25- 
million contract extension with Boston. Arroyo 
had the most quality starts of any Sox hurler last 
season, but this spring's roster was loaded with 
starting pitchers, and Arroyo became a valuable 
bargaining chip to help the club improve its 
offense, and depth 


MARK One the unsung 
heroes of the 2004 postseason, Bellhorn got off 

to a brutal start in 2005 (batting just .216), was 
mercilessly booed, got himself hurt, and then 
found himself unceremoniously released when the 
Sox obtained Tony Graffanino from KC. Bellhorn 
was picked up by the Yankees, but hit just .1 18 in 
nine games before being released. He signed a one- 
year, $800,000 contract with the Padres for 2006, 
where he rejoins former Soxer Dave Roberts. 


ORLANDO CABRERA: Deemed too rich 
for the Red Sox’ blood, Cabrera was allowed to 

to test free agency following the 2004 season, and 
found a wealthy suitor in the Angels. His four-year, 


$32-million deal ended up yielding more results 
for the Halos last season than did Edgar Renteria’s 
four-year, $40-million signing with Boston. 


JOHNNY DAMON: you haven't 
heard, you can get a quick synopsis of Damon's 
whereabouts, see the graphic on the right of this 
page. But for the record, four years, $52 million 
seemed to do it for the former 

JD Superstar. 


ALAN EMBREE: After being released 
Boston last summer because of ineffectiveness 
and pitching briefly for the Yankees (posting a 
7.62 ERA in 67 appearances), Embree signed 

a minor-league contract with the San Diego 
Padres over the winter. 


GABE KAPLER: Kapler was granted 
permission to seek overseas employment 

after being a part of the Red Sox’ championship 
team in 2004, and signed a nice one-year, 
$2-million contract with the Yorimuri Giants. 
Unfortunately, his performance didn't match 
the expectations, and by mid-May, his average 
had plummeted to just .156, and he was buried 
on the Giants’ bench. Kapler was granted his 
release, and happily returned to the Sox last 
summer, where he played in 36 games and hit 
just .247 while spelling Trot Nixon and Damon 
in the outfield. One of the most-liked players 
on the team, Kapler’s season was cut short 
when he ruptured his Achilles tendon running 
the bases in a mid-September game. Though he 
was released last fall, Kapler was invited to the 
Sox’ spring-training facilities this spring, even 
though he is not expected to be fully healed 
until later this season at the earliest (and is still 
technically a free agent). 


CURTIS contract 
was not picked up by Boston after the 2004 
season, and he retired in February of 2005 

as a champion. 


DEREK LOWE: One of handful of high- 
profile free agents following the 2004 season, 
Lowe received no offers to return to the Red 
Sox, and signed a lucrative four-year, $36-million 
deal with the LA Dodgers. In his first season in 
the National League, he finished 12-15, with a 
respectable 3.6! ERA. This season he will be 
reunited with 2002-'03 Sox manager Grady Little 
(now LA's skipper), along with former Boston 
teammates Nomar Garciaparra and Bill Mueller. 


PEDRO MARTINEZ: Martinez was 
heavily-courted by the Boston brass following 

the championship season, but he instead chose 

to accept a four-year, $53-million deal with the 
Mets. The Dominican Diva went | 5-8 with a 2.82 
ERA in his first season in Flushing Meadow, but 

is complaining of a toe problem right out of the 
chute this season, an injury that forced Martinez to 
miss the World Baseball Classic 
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MIKE MYERS: 


Allowed to become a free agent after the 

2004 season, Myers originally signed with the Sox’ 
vanquished foe, the Cardinals, in 2005. Yet before 
he even pitched a game for St. Louis, Myers found 
‘waself traded back to Boston during last year's 
spring training. After another successful year as 

a submarining set-up man in Boston, Myers was 


again allowed to walk, and signed a two-year, $2.4- 


million free-agent contract with the Pinstripers 
during the off-season 


DAVID MCCARTY: Unable find work 
after being released after the 2004 season, the 
versatile McCarty, like Curtis Leskanic, retired as 
a world champion. He now works for the Sox’ TV 
outlet, NESN, as a studio analyst. 


RAMIRO MENDOZA: the biggest 
busts of the 2004 world champs, Mendoza was 
signed free agent after the Yankees let him 
after the 2002 campaign. The righty set-up man 
appeared in just 64 games over two seasons for 
Boston, including an injury-riddied 2004 campaign 
He appeared in two of the ALCS contests against 
his former mates (including the blowout losses 

in games one and three), but was not on the 
active roster for the Fall Classic. He returned to 
the Yankees briefly last season after undergoing 
shoulder surgery in January, appearing in just one 
game in early September before manager Joe 
Torre shut him down. He has a minor-league 
invitation to the Yankees’ camp this spring 


DOUG MIENTKIEWICZ: After playing 
but a portion of one season with Boston, Minky 
took his ball and went elsewhere — to New York, 


in fact, where he played for a season with 
the Mets (alongside Pedro) after being 
traded by the Sox for the immortal lan 
Bladergroen (and cash). In 87 games for NY, 
he hit just .240 before signing a one-year 
contract with the Royals during this past off 
season.

KEVIN MILLAR: Millar had a great

the Red Sox organization has ever had, 
signed a one-year contract for $2.1 million

BILL MUELLER: The 2003 AL batting champ 
and one of the quiet heroes of the 2004 Red Sox 
was deemed expendable after a solid 2005 season 
(.295 BA, .972 fielding pct.). The classy veteran 
signed a two-year, $9.5-million deal with the 
Dodgers after earning only $6.7 million during his 
productive three-year stint in Boston 


POKEY REESE: Reese's services were not 
retained following the 2004 season, so he signed a 
one-year deal with Seattle. Unfortunately, injuries 
wiped out his entire season, and this year he 
hoped to get a fresh start with the Marlins, with 
whom he signed a one-year, $800,000 deal. Yet 
on March 5, his contract was terminated after 

he left the team’s spring-training facility without 
explanation (apparently to deal with some 
personal issues), and the 32-year-old shortstop is 
rumored to have retired 


DAVE ROBERTS: | ike Cabrera and 
Mientkiewicz, who also came to Boston on july 
31, 2004, in the Nomar trade, Roberts's stay in 
Boston was also brief. Nonetheless, he achieved 
god-like status for his derring-do on the basepaths 
against the Yankees in the ALCS, and was clearly 

a fan favorite despite his limited role (just 45 
regular-season games). Roberts was traded to the 
Padres for Jay Payton, Ramon Vazquez, minor 
leaguer David Pauley, and cash in the 2004 off.

Why are some people, the joe Morgans of the world, 
so scared of sabermetrics? 

The numbers that we use are really the old 
numbers remixed in such a way to make them a little 
more informative. They're not meant to be off-putting 
or confusing. We all grew up with statistics available 
— mostly what was available on the back of a Topps 
baseball card: batting average, RBis, all those. It's only 
later that you begin to realize they're not the most 
important stats out there. In fact, they're some of the 
most misleading. | think when the dinosaurs saw the 
first primitive mammals running across their toes, they 
got nervous, too. But Joe Morgan is really an outlier. In 
official baseball circles, this stuff is accepted as a 
necessary part of understanding the game and knowing 
what's going on. Pretty much every team is doing stuff 
like this, be it the Red Sox hiring Bill james or other 
teams having people on a consulting basis — some 
of whom have graduated from Baseball Prospectus to 
jobs with major-league organizations. Somebody like 
Joe Morgan, he’s the basebail equivalent of a Luddite. 
We fear what we do not understand. 

| should point out about the subtitle: It's kind of 
interesting that people tend to take these subtitles 
very personally. We really have had e-mail from

people who say, “What do you mean, everything 
| know about baseball is wrong?” You're almost 
tempted to write back, “Well, not you, Bob.” We 
should have had the subtitle be “Why Everything 
Everybody Except Bob Knows About Baseball 

is Wrong.” 

If you ask most Red Sox fans, is David Ortiz clutch? 
They'd probably say, is the Pope Catholic? But you 
guys aren't so sure 

One of the reasons sabermetricians are really 
skeptical of clutch hitting is that you really can't find, 
for the most part, a consistent basis where it exists. 
In other words, if it were something that was a real 
talent, like juggling, if you could juggle, then every 
time you pick up three balls, you're going to be able 
to juggle. Either you can juggle or you can't. But for 
clutch hitting, if you look at a particular player — John 
Smith in year one comes up with runners on second 
and third, and hits .375 — and everyone says, “Oh 
my gosh, he’s a clutch hitter, he drives home so many 
runs.” But then in year two he hits .175 with runners 
on second and third. And then it’s “He used to be a 
clutch hitter.” Players are consistently inconsistent in 
this way. If there were really players who were clutch 
hitters in the sense that it was a talent that existed 
in some way, then you'd see every year, [that] John 
Smith hit .375 with runners on base. 

Now, | think you can take this too far. The fact is 
that to every rule there are exceptions. And there 
are players who show pretty good consistency with 
runners on base. But on the whole, | think it's true 
that you can't identify somebody like that. Has David 
Ortiz had some big late-inning hits? Yes. But over a 
period of years, that's going to even out. 

One of the interesting things about clutch hitting 
is that, no surprise, the players that are good hitters 
overall are good hitters in the clutch. It doesn’t 
change. There are very few players who are terrible 
hitters overall who suddenly turn into Babe Ruth just 
because a guy is standing on second base with two 
outs. David Ortiz is Babe Ruth ail the time. He's Babe 
Ruth with the bases empty and Babe Ruth with a 


runner on second, so it’s sort of a natural thing that 
he tends to drive in these runs. 

People were arguing over whether Alex Rodriguez 
deserved the 2005 MVP award over David Ortiz, 
because David Ortiz had so many late-inning home 
runs. But the fact is that A-Rod hit more home runs 
than Ortiz did if the Yankees were tied or behind. 
And the Yankees had a better record of late-inning 
comebacks than the Red Sox. So, yeah, David Ortiz 
was on SportsCenter or Baseball Tonight hitting all these 
clutch home runs. But there are other things you can 
do to have an effect on a game. They're just less likely 
to show up as a celebratory clutch homer. Clutch can 
come anytime in a game. 

One of your essays in the book is called “Can a 
Team Have Too Much Pitching?” It's a baseball maxim, 
of course, that you can't. It's a situation in which the 
Red Sox currently find themselves [or did, at least, 
until they traded Bronson Arroyo] 

It’s all relative. In a literal sense, in the old days if 
you had spots for 10 pitchers on your team and you 
had 20 players for those spots, you controlled the 
players in every aspect of their lives and they weren't 
paid that much, so you could just stash them in the 
closet somewhere in Poughkeepsie or something, and 
call them as you needed them. If a team today has 
excess pitching, they can get rid of them, or they can 
trade them. It's not that easy to take excess pitchers 
and put thern somewhere 

Baseball is a very simple game. You score more 
runs than the other guy, you win. So one aspect is 
offense, and one aspect is run prevention, or defense 
The fact is that if you overbalance your team in one 
direction or another, it becomes very difficult to win 
There's a predictable relationship; Bill James called 
this the Pythagorean theorem, because the formula 
he found for calculating this looks a little bit like the 
old A-squared plus B-squared equals C-squared from 
grade school.

And that is very good at showing the relationship 
between runs scored and runs allowed. Essentially, 
every 10 offensive runs you add to a team with, say, 
league-average pitching, is another win. Every |0 runs 
you take away, from the defensive side, is another 
win. So what I'm trying to get at is that you can have 
too much pitching if you don't have everything else. 
And the reverse is true, also. If you overspend on 
the pitching side, as teams like the Twins have done 
— there's a table in that chapter that shows the 
teams who have — they don’t go that far. 

Much has been made of this supposed conflict 
between statheads and scouts. Can't we all just 
get along? 

it is a false dichotomy. You can't do what we do 
without some recourse to scouting. And you can’t 
do what they do without some recourse to statistical 
analysis. When you get down to the very basics 
of everything, statistics are an objective record of 
something that happened. And baseball is filled with so 
many small moments. Over the course of a season, a 
regular player comes to the plate 600 or maybe 700 
times. | don’t care if you're the world’s best scout, 
No scout is assigned to one player to memorize his 
700 plate appearances. There's no time to watch that 
much video. A scout, if he’s talking about a minor-

league player, pops out of his car and might watch the 
guy [hit] two or three times. And then he pops back 
into his car and has to render a judgment about that 
guy. He doesn’t have the ability to see everything, and 
even if he did, no one has a memory that good. So 
you have the statistical record. The guy batted 700 
times, he has this many hits and this many home runs, 
and he struck out this many times. 

What analysts do is, they further take that record, 
and they can look at it on a historical basis. This is 
what we do very successfully at BP, with our PECOTA 
[Player Empirical Comparison and Optimization Test 
Algorithm] prediction system. But you don’t even 
really need PECOTA if you have common sense. You 
can look at it and say, the scouts say that this player 
has great athletic ability. He's 2!. He played at A-ball 
last year. He's very fast, he has a great body, incredible 
reflexes. So that's the scouting end of it. Then you 
look at, well, he had a .280 on-base percentage and 
he walked only 30 times in 650 plate appearances. 
Looking at the way that players with that profile 
developed over the last X years, we can tell you 
that's just not gonna work out most of the time, that 
this is somebody you should be very skeptical about, 
this is not somebody that the team should trade for, 
or at least not trade premium talent for, unless they 
have some special insight into making this guy a more 
rounded player. And that’s where the conflicts come 
up sometimes. The scout says, “This guy has talent.” 
And we say, “Well, the execution’s not there.” 

The reverse is true, too. This is particularly true 
with pitchers. | think hitters are a lot easier to 
project. Pitchers are so mechanical, and have so 
many more mechanical aspects of the game, and 
can change so rapidly. 

There are certain areas where we're really just 
not wrong very often. We usually predict hitters very 
accurately. And pitchers, as long as you keep in mind 
especially a cardinal thing like strikeout rate, you're not 
going to be wrong very often. A pitcher in the minors 
who has a terrific ERA but strikes out 4 | /2 guys per 
nine innings is going to get shelled as he goes up to AA 
and AAA, and is going to be a very mediocre pitcher 
in the major leagues nine times out of 10 

These are areas that are complementary to each 
other. | don't know if one should be supreme, you've 
just gotta have an open mind and take in all the input 
that you can when making an evaluation of a player. 

This is covered exhaustively in Mind Game, but 
could the Red Sox have won it all in 2004 without 
hiring stats guys like Theo [Epstein] and his minions, 
and taking on Bill James as a consultant? 

| think it would have been difficult. One of the 
hardest things for a team to do is to change its 
direction — to make itself into something that it 
hasn't been for a long time, or never was. And the 
Red Sox were stuck in a rut for a long time under 
the previous ownership. The Harrington regime 
really seemed convinced that the Red Sox were a 
small-market franchise that was fatally handicapped 
by Fenway Park. They really were not very creative 
in that way. They failed to acknowledge the revenues 
that NESN brought the team, they didn’t see what 
an asset the ballpark was, and they didn't have the 
imagination to add to the ballpark or augment it as 
this ownership has. So right there, that limited them

JULY: Once the Metropolitans depart and the 
inherent drama has subsided, the 2003 World Series 
champion Florida MARLINS — now a mere shell of 
their former selves after selling off nearly every high 
priced component of the 2005 roster — will welcome 
the visitors from New England. Because Dolphins 
Stadium will be nearly empty because Marlins fans are 
so disgusted with the team’s housecleaning (not that 
they showed up in droves before), expect that this 
will resemble a Red Sox home game, similar to the 
team’s last visit to Montreal circa 2003. At least new 
Soxers Alex Gonzalez, josh Beckett, and Mike Lowell 
should feel right at home as the Crimson Hose wrap 
up the interleague portion of the schedule. Next up 
the other Sunshine-State foe, the DEVIL RAYS, for 
four more games against a last-place team. Enjoy 
it while it lasts, fellas, because the Sox will be going

commence in Pittsburgh. 

Coming out of the break, the Red Sox will 
begin a stretch of 16 straight games against strictly 
non-divisional foes.

The Red Sox would be wise to capitalize 
on this cupcake portion of the ledger, because 
immediately afterwards, the YANKEES come back to 
town for their last visit of the season. And not only 
could this be a crucial four-game series, but it sets 
the stage for the Sox’ toughest stretch of schedule all 
season, as they'll thereafter fly back west for series 
against the ANGELS, MARINERS, and A'S, before 
returning home to host the BLUE JAYS for four — 
and who knows where Toronto will be sitting at this 
late-August stage? 


SEPTEMBER: Okay, the last month of the 
season is here, and not surprisingly, the remaining 
schedule is sprinkled with familiar AL-East opponents. 
But what's this? The WHITE SOX for three at 
Fenway? Then the ROYALS? And then, after one 
final jaunt to Gotham to close out the season series 
with the YANKS, it’s the TWINS back home? What 
happened to the patsies who would be predicted to 
roll over at this late stage, thus allowing Boston to 
cruise to another wild-card berth? No such luck this 
year, gents; and be warned: if things are still in doubt 
among the Yanks, Sox, and yes, the Blue Jays at this 
juncture, a four-game Red Sox-BLUE JAYS match-up 
at the Rogers Centre will undoubtedly help settle 
things. Survive that, and Boston will be able to breathe 
easier in the regular season's final week, as the Sox 
close out the schedule with two last shots at the 
(potentially last-place) DEVIL RAYS and three more 
with the (potentially last-place) ORIOLES — all of 
which will take place at Updike’s lyric little bandbox.

What's new in and around Fenway Park? Well, 
the renovations within the park are substantial and 
amazing, and we'll get to that in a second. But there 
are also some subtle developments going on outside 
the park that will be noticeable to fans 

So ff you're one of the fortunate ones who already 
has tickets for an upcoming game — and be advised 
that tickets for the season are already nearly gone 
~ then be prepared for the notion that your first visit 
to the neighborhood around the old ballyard may 
provide you with some surprises. 

First of all, the parking situation is no better than it 
ever was, so don’t look for any improvements there 
The enterprising parking-lot attendants who were 
able to gouge customers for $40 a car last year will 
no doubt be charging similar, if not higher, rates this 
season. On-street parking around the neighborhood 
has also been reduced because of a lot of the 
construction going on in the area, so even getting to 
the ballpark early won't necessarily translate into a 
prime spot. Don't drive, period, | say; take the T, 
even if it’s from Riverside on the D line, or a 
commuter-rail station 

For pre-game wining and dining, there are always 


the usual options right nearby — Boston Beer Works, 


of starting pitching, but what | worry about in terms 
of position players is that they really don’t have that 
much in terms of position players at the upper level 
of the system, so that if anyone slumps or breaks 
down, they don’t necessarily have great recourse to 
the minor leagues. What if [Kevin] Youkilis doesn’t 
prove to be a guy who can pick up a lot of the slack at 
first base? Certainly a platoon partner for Trot Nixon 
has been an issue for years. Trot is a really wonderful 
player, but he just can’t hit those lefties at all. [Editor's 
note: this interview was conducted prior to the trade that 
sent pitcher Bronson Arroyo to Cincinnati for righthanded 
outfielder Wily Mo Pena.) 

The other thing I’m curious about, and it’s been a 
little disappointing because he’s been a little banged- 
up in spring training, is whether Dustin Pedroia can 
put some pressure on Alex Gonzalez throughout the 
year — if he can go back over to short and maybe get 
that job. Because Alex Gonzalez is just a god-awful 
[offensive] player. 

Why did they sign him? It seemed like a surprising 
move to me. | would have been happy with Alex 
Cora full-time 

He may end up with some time there. But the thing 
is that Cora’s been up and down. He might be a guy 
who looks better in small exposures than he does 
every day. And in a division where you have Derek 


Jeter and Miguel Tejada, you want be a competitor at 
that position. 

To the extent that every baseball game is a 
competition between my first baseman and your first 
baseman, my shortstop versus your shortstop. That's 
baseball's version of the arms race. On any given day, 
my first baseman has the potential to do A and your 
first baseman has the potential to do B. And as we 
go through that head-to-head comparison, whoever 
has piled up the most potential on their side is going 
to score the most runs. If you have Cora and he 
hits .250 with no power, as good as he might be on 
defense, it might be more than you can afford. So | 
kind of understand where they're going, because at 
least Alex Gonzalez has a little bit of pop. But it was a 
very un-Red Sox-like signing. | think they kind of got 
boxed in. Maybe part of it was all the confusion they 
had this winter with Theo leaving. But the upshot of 
it is that is that if Pedroia can mature quickly — and 
we at Baseball Prospectus probably like Pedroia better 
than anyone; certainly better than Baseball America, 
or anyone else — if he can do that and be a real 
contributor, that's gonna make a huge difference.

Boston Billiards, Copperfield’s, Who's On First — in 
addition to the rejuvenated Kenmore Square area 
(which offers Uno's, Bertucci’s, and recent additions 
Eastern Standard, Great Bay, and the Foundation 
Lounge). But one longtime watering hole is gone, 
at least for now. The Baseball Tavern, which sat on 
the corner of Boylston and jersey Street, just a Trot 
Nixon throw from the ballpark, closed a few months 
back in anticipation of a wrecking ball demolishing the 
whole corner area (which also included a Domino's 
Pizza and a small souvenir shop). Rumor has it that 
anew Baseball Tavern will eventually reopen in the 
former Sophia's spot just down the street, but for 
now, fans will have to look elsewhere — perhaps 
the Linwood Grill? — for a shot-and-a-beer joint of 
this caliber. Also, be aware that the Cask ‘n Flagon, 
a pre-game staple located just beyond the Green 
Monster, closed up shop and underwent a winter-long 
renovation (most likely in hopes of competing with 
che likes of the expansive Game On! Sports Café 
across the street). The Cask folks reportedly hope to 
re-open in time for Opening Day. 

Folks who haven't been in the area in a while will 
also notice that the Trilogy construction project 
(located down the street, where Boylston Street and 


Brookline Ave merge) is progressing nicely, as the 
17-story housing and retail establishment has reached 
its apex, and the exterior is nearly complete. It is by 
far the tallest structure in the area, and is expected 
to be completed later this year for the tenants of its 
576 luxury units. Some folks speculate that the height 
of the building may adversely affect air currents that 
cross from the west, thereby potentially knocking 
down high-flying home run balls that get up into the 
jet stream above the balipark. We'll see how that 
works out for Papi and Co., but in the meantime, 
this monstrous development is probably the first of 
many that will soon dominate the area surrounding 
Fenway Park. 

Okay, enough about neighborhood; you're there 
to watch a ballgame, after all. The biggest changes, 
of course, are in the area once occupied by the .406

What expect when you return Fenway Park this season 


(called the “Home Plate Pavilion”) will likely go for 
similar figures. That upper level will easily connect 
with the |800 seats that are being constructed on 
either side of the monolithic structure behind home 
plate, and they will in some cases replace some of 
the rooftop seats that sat above the luxury boxes 
that extend down both foul lines. To ease accessibility 
to those areas, a new concrete staircase has been 
constructed where the players’ parking lot was once 
located, adjacent to the zigzag walkway that led to the 
old .406 Club. 

The new capacity of Fenway will therefore grow 
from 36,298 to 38,805 this season. 

Other fixes: the sound system that used to launch 
Carl Beane’s voice from a large center-field speaker 
is being replaced by a state-of-the-art set-up so that 
most PA announcements and music will remain 
within the park, and not be broadcast to the entire 
Fenway neighborhood. Less noticeable to spectators 
will be a newly-refurbished sprinkler system in the 
concourse, along with a new power station and 
emergency PA system.

From 
those who signed up, picked out people 
from all different sections, tried to find peo- 
ple who were spread out all over the arena.”

Lee gets away with high quota 
visual bravura relentless panning, 
complicated convergences charac- 
ters, mixed color schemes, cine-

pieces, and each one falls right. This 
neatness also limitation: Inside

SATURDAY NIGHT FEMINISTS LIVE 


The name of the troupe Broad Comedy 
‘© is double-edged. Except for co-writer 
Soren Kisiel, the perpetrators of this feminist 
music-and-comedy revue are all female: “the 
broads.” On the other edge, the comedy is 
indeed as broad as the USA, of which the 
comics (an outgrowth Equinox Theatre 
Company) are a mixed constituent: a bunch 
girly liberals from “the middle the little 
blue-state town Bozeman the middle 
the huge red state Montana.” Writer and 
director Katie Goodman being the daughter 
of syndicated Boston Globe columnist Ellen 
Goodman, the revue has landed here in more 
consistently like-minded territory, playing 
Saturday nights at the Stuart Street Play- 
house (indefinitely). Led tall, prancing 
Goodman, the broads are a likable if pre- 
dictable lot from whose mix of Bush bashing 
and feminist lampoon you should not expect 
the subtlety of Noé! Coward. The show is 
more like a romp put on by the cleverer left- 
leaning ladies in your high school, complete 
with cheerleading and Oklahoma! send-ups 

The five merry pranksters first take the 
stage like the sleazy Kit Kat girls of Cabaret, 
arraying jutting, fishnet-stockinged legs on 
wooden chairs as they bark an ode to female 


depilation titled “Mein Hair.” The Oklahoma! 
number, “The Pro-Life & The Pro-Choice 
Should Be Friends,” features do-si-doing 
frontier ladies of the two persuasions in an 
uneasy dance, the Christian right maintain- 
ing that the Bible says thou shalt not kill, 
Goodman's pro-choicer, not missing a 
square-dance step, replying, “So how come 
you're killing all our doctors?” There are also 
takes on Chicago and gospel as well as a 
ridiculous “Housewife: The Ballet” set to The 
Nutcracker and featuring leaps and plungers. 

Some of the straight (well, non-musical) 
material is more droll. in “| Hear What You're 
Saying,” two clueless guys, signed up by their 
wives for therapy to help them communicate 
as friends, fluster their therapist by being 
unable to get beyond invitations to a beer or 
discussion of a new grill. This piece succeeds 
in part because as Carolann DiPirro’s coun- 
selor goes into frustration meltdown, Maggie 
Ricklefs and Erin Roburg, in matching back- 
wards baseball caps, earnestly try to learn a 
foreign language. Also amusing are 
ber-party number for fundamentalist teens 
who are saving their hymens for jesus (| 
particularly enjoyed the echo of “amen” in 
“hymen” ) and one of two sketches featuring 
young mothers on a park bench. In this one 
(overlong, like the other), the prude the 
group has to be walked through the meaning 
of “camel toe” as a description of the crotch 
effect made by tight pants. Both of the se

Jody Sperling CMAC 


MARCIA SIEGEL 


Jody Sperling enters the space tenta- 

tively for Cheap. Wearing biker shorts 
and skimpy T-shirt, she tiptoes around 
the edge circle before planting 
herself its glare. ancient movie pro- 
jector ratcheting and wheezing some- 
where the distance. Sperling gathers 
her nerve for series small acrobatic 
tricks and contortions, ending each one 
with embarrassed flourish. she per- 
forming for camera? has she already 
been filmed and edited? 

Sperling’s Time Lapse Dance performance 
last Friday at the Cambridge Multicultural 
Arts Center paid tribute bygone genera- 
tion’s popular entertainers. Sperling’s 
muse, Loie Fuller, symbolized the first wave 
of modern culture, which foamed up from 
the convergence of art, technology, and ur- 
banism the turn the century. 

Melding the provocative skirt dancing 
the music hall with the highbrow esthetics 
poetry and music, Fuller became Art 
Nouveau icon. Countless paintings, graph- 
ics, sculptures, and kitschy objects 
few blurry photographs and films depict 
the illusions she created on the stage with 
nothing more than innovative lighting and 
yards skillfully manipulated silk. 

Jody Sperling re-creates the sumptuous 
imagery Fuller’s dance. She also draws 
the artful physicality and naive exhibi- 
tionism that made its way into circuses, 
variety shows, and early films. Hoop 
Solo, a premiere, she added one and then 
another hoop and eventually rotated all 
three them the same time undulat- 
ing parts her body. 


DANCE THE ELEMENTS Shapes evoking 
the constant, curving motion natural forms. 


The entire evening looked surprisingly 
postmodern, not like a dusty historical 
souvenir all. The opening Nuit was 
inspired photos Fuller’s 1896 dance. 
Enveloped black gauze and blue light, 
Sperling swirled through the space, grad- 
ually removing one layer the costume. 
Underneath, she wore another di- 
aphanous garment, elegant red ball 
gown with spangles. she spun, the 
costume billowed out around her like a 
swale ribbon candy. The lights subtly 
changed and realized with shock that 
the dress was black. 

After surrounding herself with halo 
circling backbends, she slowly divest- 
herself the glamorous costume and 
performing persona. Stripped down toa 
leather two-piece bathing suit and sun- 
glasses, she dropped the last layer gauze 
the floor like laundry. Later learned 
that Nuit came from dances Fuller orig- 
inally made for production Salome. 

Sperling’s smart postmodernism ex- 
tended past the obvious pro- 
vided her wardrobe. She performed 
factly, not trying conceal 
the mechanics untying and disman- 
tling the very costume with which she 
was making visual magic. She used 
John Cage’s 1948 In a Landscape as accom- 
paniment. 

The evening’s piéce résistance, 
Dance the Elements, was five-part suite 
based Fuller images. Sperling began 
showing the audience the thin plastic 
rods that were constructed into her man- 
tle white silk make the voluminous 
fabric behave she commanded. She 
stepped forward, opening her arms and 
spreading the silk into giant wings. 
From there the silk metamorphosed into 
spirals, wavelets, flames and 
serpentines shapes evoking the con- 
stant, curving motion natural forms 
Sperling ran with it, tossed 
and gathered in, filling the whole 
space with musical designs. 

When look pictures Loie 
Fuller and the art work she inspired, we 
see only static images. extraor- 
dinary about Sperling’s work how ex- 
pertly she and her collaborators, costume 
designer Michelle Ferranti and lighting 
designer Jason Ries, have brought them 
back life. 

bonus, Karen Krolak, director 
Boston’s Monkeyhouse Dance, per- 
formed her solo Idolum. Krolak cowered 
and poked out from the safety long 
wispy dress and floppy hat. Like Sper- 
ling, she played shy person trapped in- 
side body that loves extravagance.

battlefield, there were 

samurai. the land, there 
were peasants. Following 
the war, the samurai be- 
came bandits who stole rice and trampled 
upon the villages. Resistance brought 
death. Their resounding mobility was the 
object the peasant’s terror. 

And then, the bandits donned their ro- 
botic flying battle suits, with their massive 
butterfly-shaped transport ship itself 
stretching hundreds feet into the sky 
following close behind, cutting blazing 
swath through the sweeping rice fields. 

Huh? 

Fans of Akira Kurosawa’s 1954 epic The 
Seven Samurai, which spawned John Sturges’s 
1960 The Magnificent Seven, are going 
surprised what they find Samurai7, 
the Japanese animated series that debuts 
April 1 on the International Film Channel. 
(New episodes will air at 10:30 pm every 
Saturday through the production 
notes promise “26 mind-blowing episodes.” 

After viewing the first eight half-hour 
long episodes, consider mind 
have been blown? Well, not yet. But I can 
tell you that even the most critically praised 
anime programs have been slow burners, ac- 
quiring significance retrospect only 
the transparent (at first) plot threads begin 
connect. Neon Genesis Evangelion and the 
Cartoon Network’s ongoing Ghost the Shell: 
Stand Alone Complex are two the best. 

And what new ideas does Samurai 7 offer? 
Well, there’s the switch in medium from 
Kurosawa’s gloriously composed black-and- 
white photography (shot long-time col- 
laborator Asakazu Nakai) high-definition 
color animation. And then there are those 
giant robots. But original? Art director 
Hiromasa Ogura imagines colorful yet dirty 
future not the Blade Runner variety 
but the post-apocalyptic, and equally 
Mad Max mold. Still, when the dust 
kicks (as does frequently when deadly 
katanas slice through robotic hides), you 
likely complain. there’s one thing 
that anime excels at, it’s kinetic action. 

What’s more, the archetypically socialist 
story group united withstands the 
transition from the 16th century in- 
determinate future. Kurosawa’s film, after 
all, bore the influence of the American 
Western, and many Westerns borrowed 
from the Japanese chambara genre, the 
dusty milieu feels appropriate. Sure, the 
junk-pile city Kougakyo (where most 
the first six episodes take place) may 
carbon copy the Mos Eisley Spaceport 
from the Star Wars films, but wasn’t George 
Lucas’s space opera elaborate reproduc- 
tion of Kurosawa’s 1958 film The Hidden

BACK THE FUTURE one thing that anime excels at, kinetic action. 


Fortress? And Kurosawa isn’t the only Japan- 
ese director whose influence evident. 
His interest lay with the warrior; it was 
Kenji Mizoguchi who represented the lives 
of women and merchants, both of whom 
are defining additions here. 

does follow Kurosawa’s familiar 
set-up, right down the lethargic pacing, 
which sure lose viewers the early 
episodes. The hundred inhabitants 
Kanna, small farming village, live fear 
Nobuseri who threaten steal their rice 
crops during each year’s harvest. But the 
Nobuseri are ordinary bandits; they’re 
humans who have “rebuilt their bodies into 
weapons that they can fight,” 
and the ruling merchant-run government 
considers them “renowned patriots.” 

Facing starvation, the villagers decide, 
gotta kill the bandits!” The village El- 
der (Andrew Haskett) agrees. “We'll hire 
samurai. let them eat their fill rice 
find some hungry samurai.” Kirara 
(Colleen Clinkenbeard), a beautiful and clair- 
voyant young “water priestess” (“through the 
water, I am able to sense different things”), 
sets out for Kougakyo with her pre-adolescent 
sister Komachi (Luci Christian) and fellow 
villager Rikichi (J. Michael Tatum) in tow. 

Using her “Dowsing Crystal” divin- 
ing pendulum that has been passed down 
through generations her family the 
trio navigate dangerous city streets filled 
with ronin (masterless samurai), gradually 


recruiting their band seven samurai 
saviors. (Very gradually: the end the 
eighth episode, they’re still working #7. 
That’s what happens when you have ex- 
pand 203 minutes of source material into 26 
half-hour episodes.) Chief among them 
Kambei (R. Bruce Elliott), “commander of a 
defeated army,” and the only one who didn’t 
take trade end, choosing in- 
stead remain meager samurai. Joining 
him his “old wife,” Shichiroji (Duncan 
Brannan). Explains Kambei: “This is the 
man spent many years sharing joys 
and sorrows with during the war.” However, 
Shichiroji doesn’t appear until episode 
(scheduled for May 13), whose rough ani- 
mation contrasts with the other episodes’ 
merging hand-drawn cell animation with 
computer-generated imagery and layered FX. 
The remaining recruits? Katsuhiro (Sean 
Teague), Kambei’s young samurai apprentice, 
who falls for Kirara. Gorobei (Bob Carter), 
the daredevil street performer who gambles 
with his life. Heihachi (Greg Ayres), the 
“toothpick artisan” who chops wood with 
his katana exchange for food. Kyuzo 
(Sonny Strait), the master swordsman who 
episode has yet make his mem- 
bership official. And Kikuchiyo (Christopher 
Sabat), the boastful samurai pretender so 
memorably and comedically portrayed 
Toshiro Mifune Kurosawa’s original. Can 
Kikuchiyo’s animated counterpart possibly 
compete with Mifune’s oversized personali- 
ty? No, it turns out, so the animators have 


supplied him with oversized mechanical 
body slightly broken down, 
large sputtering muffler protruding from 
the side his face like pipe. 
His character still serves as comic relief, 
though; running gag finds him continu- 
ally losing body parts in battle. 

Will Samurai 7 become the “anime classic” 
that IFC promising? Too soon tell. 
However, as Kambei tells Kirara, “Some- 
times, the water you locate will bitter.” 


the “relaunch” and reconceptualization 
Henry’s Film Corner, now more broad-based 
and renamed The Henry Rollins 
probably guessed, the once-monthly, now 
weekly program hosted Mr. Rollins 
(sometime actor, former lead singer of Black 
Flag, and utterly awful current television 
interviewer), who breathlessly described 
the press notes “IFC’s own Samurai!” 

The lone episode made available for pre- 

view features “the always outspoken [not 
here, however] historian” (!) Oliver Stone, 
musical performance Sleater-Kinney 
and Henry’s indefensible defense Keanu 
Reeves. Uh, IFC? Perhaps, recalling your 
core mission of presenting “TV, uncut,” 
you should desist from this kind pro- 
gramming and continue taking real 
chances with promising series like Samurai 
7. But do us all a favor — air them truly un- 
cut, their original language, and not 
passably dubbed into English.

When was good, was very, very good... 


SIMPLY THE BEST ... ana the worst ... at New Taste of Asia. 


This one tricky. both the best and the 
worst Chinese restaurant I’ve reviewed in 
many years. Certain Beijing specials, typi- 
cally the whiteboard, are wonderfully 
delicious. Other items that many restau- 
rants do well are presented here in sub- 
competent fashion. I’m used to the idea that 
one opens Chinese restaurant without 
being prepared serve any Chinese dish 
that any American customer has ever heard 
of. also used the idea that one has 
discover real specialties. And 
certainly seen chefs Chinese restaurants 
take somewhat casual attitude 
Chinese-American dishes those from the 
“wrong” region. What I’m not used 
the same kitchen producing the greatest 
red-cooked whole-fish platter I’ve ever tast- 
ed, well underfried salt-and-pepper 
squid and vegetable stir-fry sitting se- 
rious puddle of oil. It’s a small kitchen, and 
the chef young, attribute these re- 
sults immaturity. But when some dishes 
are good, it’s hard argue that the chef 
should grow up. Maybe 

The easiest system simply never 
order off the regular menu. Stick with the 
whiteboard specialties, and you may accu- 
mulate some extra oil, but everything will 
taste pretty great. The greatest had was 
the “homestyle red braised whole fish” 
($12.95). The fish was a small snapper or 
bass, exquisitely fresh and sweet. The 
sauce was soy-savory, and richly spiced 
with pieces cassia bark well 
chunks ginger and garlic. favorite 
part the dish, though, was the cubes 


silken tofu and black 
mushrooms that absorbed 
the sauce. 

Another one to grab off 
the board hot-and-spicy 
crab ($15.95). Again, the 
seafood is impeccable, and 
the pepper slow burner 
that gives you time ap- 
preciate the crab-ginger 
scallion flavor before it 
hits. I ate these down to 
picking out the bits of roe 
clinging the shells. 

Homestyle eggplant 
($7.95) looked like a failed 
stir-fry: oil the 

plant cubes, chunks of 
fresh tomato, red and green 
bell-pepper slices, and 
onions. But someone 
knows how to buy a really 
good eggplant and then 
how to cook it. Even the 
winter tomatoes in this 
dish were good eating. An- 
other night’s “eggplant, po- 
tato, tomato” dish ($7.95) 
was similar, except that 
chunks of potato — not typ- 
ical Chinese-restaurant 
food worked almost well eggplant 
in this kind of fresh, hot stir-fry. A white- 
board special on chicken and chili ($10.95), 
which is on the printed menu as well, was 
dangerously hot, but the dried peppers were 
visible, so diners can avoid sudden death. 

This place offers lot appetizers, and 
even some the regular-menu ones are 
good. “Chinese hamburger” ($2.50) is noth- 
ing the kind. It’s dense sesame-bread 
“bun” filled with cold, sliced, five-spice 
beef, some little gristly, the Chi- 
nese taste. this troubles you, just don’t 
look. Take little bites though actually 
hamburger, and enjoy the flavors. 

Handmade dumplings come veg- 
etable ($5.95), pork and cabbage ($5.25), 
pork and leek ($5.95), and pork-leek-shrimp 
($5.95). I worked through most of them, 
and none the fillings were strong 
enough overcome the heavy steamed 
dough the dumplings. the other 
hand, the “open-mouth dumplings” 
$6.95/10) are the same dough 
and pork-ginger filling find any- 
one’s Peking ravioli, but with elongated 
shane — think flattened tubes with some 
filiing showing through each end 
somehow pan-fried into the best Peking 
ravioli had years. Smoked rabbit 
($4.95/small; $7.95/large) tastes not unlike 
any other red-cooked cold appetizer the 
filling a“Chinese hamburger,” say, with 
light tea-smoke job but there were lot 
small bony Chicken wings 
($3.95/small; $6.25/large) are not on the 
menu for the most discerning Chinese-food 


enthusiasts, but there were four whole 
ones decently deep-fried without as much 
five-spice powder prefer. Vegetable rolls 
($2.95) were a couple of homemade spring 
rolls — greasy, but with a fresh-vegetable 
filling that didn’t overplay the cabbage. 

what didn’t impress? Well, the low 
point was probably that order of “salt & 
peppered squid” ($10.95), a Hong Kong 
dish that usually gets serious treatment 
offered at all. The squid was fresh 
enough, but the heavy breading wasn’t

Duck crispy noodle ($7.95) wasn't very 
generous with the duck meat, and even 
the broccoli and tomato were kind of 
tasteless. eight-delight noodle dish 
($7.95) had, among its delights, shrimp, 
chicken, broccoli, and stir-fried cucumber 
(better than it sounds), but it was also 
rather bland on its bed of thin noodles. 


New Taste of Asia is a small place, but the 


decoration is unusual. The back has a kind of 
roofed effect, as though our tiny storefront 
space were actually an inner courtyard. On 
the wall are two realistic and somewhat 
sentimental portraits of Chinese beauties. 
I've never seen this kind of Chinese oil 
painting before. When little music leaks 
out of the kitchen, it’s country and west- 
em. Through etched glass one gets some 
idea of the kitchen work, but the clearest 
view the chef among flowers color 
photograph. Look closer, and see that 
the flowers are all handmade from vegeta- 
bles. His wife is the only waitress, and she is 
friendly, accurate, and nonjudgmental. 

The tea Weak jasmine. Plain white 
rice ($1) is the only order the waitress 
missed four tries. When did get it, 
was quite good and aromatic. There are 
four unusual desserts, but settled for for- 
tune cookies. The atmosphere is crowded, 
and often with mostly Asian Asian- 
American customers.
